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Support for Petition to Revive 

Applicants did not receive the Advisory Action nor the Notice of Abandonment at 
the address of record. The facts surrounding this situation are set forth below, along with 
Assignee's response and comments. 

Summary of Relevant Facts 

In the present application, a change of address form, attached as Exhibit A hereto 
was filed on April 17, 2007, changing the address of record to the address associated with 
Customer Number 56744. 

A change of power of attorney was also filed in the present application on 
December 19, 2005, and is attached hereto as Exhibit B. 

During the prosecution of this application, and after the filing of both the Change 
of Address and Power of Attorney, the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
("USPTO") continued to communicate with Mr. Louis Morris of Akzo Nobel's legal 
department at 7 Livingstone Avenue, Dobbs Ferry, New York 10522-3408. During Mr. 
Morris' time at the Dobbs Ferry address, he forwarded Assignee's mail to the correct 
address. 

During the time of Mr. Morris' forwarding Assignee's mail, Assignee contacted 
the USPTO several times via telephone to inform the USPTO of the filing of the change 
of correspondence address and request a correction, but no correction was made.
